A decision on drafting women 
also m ust be m ade if the nation 
turns again to non-volunteer 
m ilitary service, he said 
“ I think we a re talking about 
two y ears

im portant as I think they are,

c a n ’t 
co n tin u e 
to 
postpone this problem if we 
don’t find a solution,” Rogers 
said 
The deadline for a decision, 
he said, would be Oct. 1, 1979 
The d raft ended officially in 
early 1973. The last draftee was 
inducted in D ecem ber, 1972. 
Volunteers for m ilitary se r­ 
vice a re plentiful enough to fill 


the ranks of the active Arm y for 
the foreseeable future, he said

m ittee is poised to wind up its 
work on the energy conserva 
fion section of the new energy 
package. 
M ore troublesom e issues lie 
ahead in the panel which will 
w rite the final version of an 
energy plan developed by the 
W hite House and m odified by 
both branches of C ongress 
The Senate, m eanw hile, con 
tinues tinkering with its own 
version of P resident C a rte r’s 
energy tax plan, a blueprint 
w hich will join other touchy 
issues on the desk of House 
S enate negotiators. 


S enate Finance C om m ittee

to pass a $40 billion plan of tax

Bad Boy Of Art Emerges

He then set off on a journey to 
Siberia to paint portraits and 
scenes at construction sites of 
the Baikal-Amur Mainline 
(BAM), the Soviets’ “railway 
of the century.” 
Glazunov spent most of the 
month of August in Western 
Siberia, working from 8 a.m. to 
11 p.m. to produce 50 paintings 
and drawings to be submitted 
for publication as a folio of 
prints. 
The painter said a Soviet 
publishing house invited him to 
make the trip a year ago but he 
had put it off to prepare for his 
exhibition, 
which 
was 
scheduled to open in late June. 
His detractors in both official 
and unofficial Soviet art circles 
said that by August Glazunov 
was begging for the chance to 
go. Siberia was his road to 
rehabilitation. 


Glazunov complains that he 
"walks a tightrope,” criticized 
on one side for deviating from 
approved Socialist realism, on 
the other for being an agent of 
the KGB state security police 
and by both as an opportunist, 
all of which he denies. But he 
admits that he welcomed the 
trip to Siberia and he claims 
that he enjoyed it. 
“For me,”he said in an in­ 
terview, “it was very inter­ 
esting to see the taiga forests, 
the barren country with people 
working not just for money but 
because they find it romantic — 
like Jack London. I love Jack 
London.”

Most 
crucial, they have linked 
Laetrile in a misleading way 
with the political 
issue of 
“freedom of choice.” Despite 
the misinformation the truth is 
this: if a cancer patient relies 
on 
Laetrile 
rather 
than 
scientifically proven methods 
of treatment, he or she may 
lose the time and means to save 
his or her life. 
A mailman asks: 
“Many years ago I lost a 
young cousin to Wilm’s tumor. 
Have things improved at all?" 
ANSWERiine: Definitely yes 
Wilms’ tumor is a form of 
cancer of the kidney that can 
afflict young children. It is first 
noticeable as a swelling or 
lump in the abdomen.

Indications a re that Congress m ay quietly 
drop the idea of easing som e of its older m em ­ 
bers out the door w ith a $3,000-a-year going-away 
present. 
Skipping the arith m etical com plications, a 
representative or senator retiring a t the end of 
the 95th Congress in 1978 with 20 to 32 y ears 
service will receive a less-than-spartan pension 
of $42,880 a year. This is based on 80 per cent of 
his averag e sa lary for his last three years. 
Because congressional salaries w ere boosted 
to $57,500 earlier this year, however, m em bers 
who retire in 1980 a t the end of the 96th Congress 
will qualify for a pension based entirely on the 
higher salary. It works out to $46,000, or a differ­ 
ence of a little over $3,(XX) a year. 
It seem ed to House S peaker Thom as P. O ’Neill 
Jr. that extending that $3,000 to congressm en 
retiring next y ear would help clear out a lot of 
aging wood on Capitol Hill, and he slipped 
legislation to that effect through the House. The 
m easure is now before the Senate, w here it is 
beginning to receive the attention it deserves. 
Surprisingly, the idea is supported by that 
“ p e o p le ’s lo b b y ,” C om m on C a u se, w hose 
nresinpnt 
David Cohen, says it is worth the 


money to “infuse new blood into the institution.” 
F or an organization dedicated to im proving 
the dem ocratic process, this is a rath er elitist 
attitude. W hat it says is that if the people don’t 
have enough sense to retire a representative or 
senator who has becom e a m ere tim e-server in 
Congress, then it will have to be done for them . 


A corollary assum ption is that any congress­ 
m an who has been around for m ore than 20 years 
is an obstacle in the w ay of progress. We don’t 
think this is necessarily true. 
A dm ittedly, som e m em bers of Congress c a n ’t 
be dislodged by anything short of death or 
dynam ite. It is exceedingly difficult for ‘‘new 
blood” to challenge an entrenched incum bent. 
But people becom e entrenched in elective 
office because the voters put them there and the 
voters keep them there. This, for better or w orse, 
is dem ocracy. 


Of course, any congressm an who would feel 
strapped on a pension of $42,880 a year and who 
would let him self be “ bought” for an extra $3,000 
probably deserves to be retired. 
But we still think the people ought to do it, not 
the U.S. T reasury.

T h at’s w hat they all say, of 
course, when they duck a fight. 
The real reason is a pragm atic 
political assessm ent. A secret

by 
R obert T ester, 
the 
Republican p a rty ’s top pollster, 
shows M cIntyre would whomp 
Thomson in a Senate race. 
POLITICIANS elsew here, in­ 
clu d in g m an y R e p u b lica n s, 
think Thom son is the sort who 
shouldn’t be perm itted to have 
sharp objects. But the three- 
term New H am pshire governor 
is crazy like a fox when his own 
political neck is on the line.

The P an am a Canal 
issue is his favorite hobby horse 
right now, and he is riding 
M cIntyre about it incessantly. 
A few w eeks ago, the gover­ 
nor threatened to reconsider his 
renunciation of the S enate race 
if M c In ty re —p re se n tly u n ­ 
decided on the C anal issue— 
should vote for the treaties, 
"M r. Loeb and Mr. Thom son 
and the C onservative C ause can 
take their th reats and run them 
up and down the governor’s 
flagpole,”

M cIntyre. 
The senator and other New 
H a m p s h ire D e m o c ra ts w ish 
Thom son would carry out his

They a r e 
confident they could beat him , 
and would love to get him out of 
the governor’s office. 
But M cIntyre will have to 
find som e other way to fire up 
his troops.

c h a n c e s a r e e x c e lle n t th a t 
M cIntyre and Thom son will be 
right w here they are today — 
hurling insults long distance, 
betw een W ashington and Con­ 
cord.

KSU officials had requested 
the injunction as a way to 
maintain calm on campus 
despite protests by the May 4 
Coalition to construction of a 
gymnasium 
annex currently 
underway near Blanket Hill.

last Friday, pending Wednes­ 
day’s ruling. 
At the Nov. IO hearing, KSU 
lawyers say they will request a 
permanent injunction that, if 
granted, would prohibit rallies 
on campus until Jan. 3, 1978.

university had not shown that 
further rallies would harm KSU 
and that such a ban would 
violate 
protesters'

GOP Women Endorse 


State Issue One 


Salem’s Republican Women’s 
Club has endorsed the passage 
of state issue one In a unani­ 
mous decision recently, the 
club asked for the repeal of the 
election day registration and 
permanent voter registration 
laws. 
The women also gave their 
support to a resolution from the 
Salem Area Chamber of Com­ 
merce. which is promoting the 
completion of Route 62 from 
Alliance east to the Pennsyl­ 
vania border 


trade unions, have been work­ 
ing to get government aid for 
housing construction by private 
corporations, associations and 
individual developers. 
In 1974, the Ohio General 
Assembly enacted legislation 
permitting the Ohio Housing 
Devefopment Authority to sell 
tax-free bonds and notes to 
assist housing construction and 
rehabilitation. But the law was 
subsequently ruled unconstitu­ 
tional by the Ohio Supreme 
Court. 
An attempt to gain approval 
for housing assistance failed 
again in 1975 when it was part of 
Gov. James A Rhodes’ con­ 
struction bond issue package. 
Now the plan is back on the 
ballot again. State Issue 3 
would amend the Constitution 
to allow the state to make direct 
loans for low-and moderate- 
income housing only, and to 
issue bonds to provide for home 
construction and rehabilitation 
by private groups 
The bonds would be paid off 
through 
revenues 
from 
the 
construction 
projects. 
No 
general tax receipts could be 
used, although the legislature 
could set aside a 
separate 
revolving fund to retire the 
bonds 
County 
and 
municipal 
governments would be afforded 
the same borrowing powers, 
except they could issue general 
obligation bonds for housing. 
However, such transactions 
would be subject to the current 
legal debt limits on counties 
and municipalities. 
Proponents of Issue 3, includ­ 
ing members of both political 
parties, believe it would solve 
several problems: 


— Create jobs in the con­ 
struction industry. 
— Allow young couples and 
older persons on fixed income 
to afford decent homes and 
safe, well-built apartments. 
— Encourage cleanup of 
residential areas, reducing 
blight 
— Enable Ohio to attract 
more federal housing money 
“ Issue 3 will revitalize the 
housing industry in Ohio,” 
wrote the supporters of the 
amendment. “ It should provide 
many of the 
100,000 units 
needed over the next few years 
by freeing up home construc­ 
tion money at reduced interest 
rates.” 


Supporters believe tax-free 
bonds for housing could be sold 
at rates up to 4 per cent lower 
than bonds at 
conventional 
interest rates. They say 39 
states already 
have 
such 
programs 
Opponents warn that Issue 3 
would “create a jumbo state 
agency with authority to sell 
unlimited millions of dollars of 
revenue bonds and then make 
direct loans to individuals.” 
“ The appropriate 
way 
to 
realize our housing needs is to 
work through traditional len­ 
ders, 
not another 
layer of 
government bureaucracy,” the 
opponents wrote

No way to spot reduce 
By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR 
DR. 
LA M B—I 
would like to know if it is 
possible to lose a "secre­ 
tary’s 
spread"? 
I 
have 
thought about quitting my 
job because of the sitting 
down all day, every day. I 
have gained four inches on 
my rear quarters and thighs 
in four years since I have 
had this job. 
I would like to know if my 
hips and legs can be brought 
back to their original size or 
close to it? If so, how do I go 
about it and if exercise is the 
answer, what kind is best? I 
have cut down on my eating. 
DEAR READER-The act 
of sitting does not cause 
inches to be added to your 
seat or pounds of fat to 
accumulate over your but­ 
tocks or thighs. The problem 
is the same as for the person 
who develops a large waist. 
It is that old problem of 
consuming 
more 
calories 
than your body uses. The 
end result is FAT which is 
simply stored energy and it 
has to be stored somewhere. 
"Somewhere" for you is 
your buttocks and thighs. In 
the next pe* 
n it may be the 
waist. There are individual 
differences in where the fat 
deposits will locate. 
You 
were probably born with a 
tendency to deposit fat in 
those locations. 
In one ethnic group in 
Africa the people have a 
characteristic 
of 
having 
very large buttocks-a large 
fat pad. It is a racial charac­ 
teristic for that group as 
opposed 
to 
other 
ethnic 
groups in Africa. It is not 
that these people are neces­ 
sarily fatter than another 
race 
but 
their 
inherited 
characteristic is to store 
their fat over the buttocks. 
Because your job requires 
you to sit a lot you probably 
use less calories than you 
used in the past. It is the 
total 
inactivity 
combined 


with your calorie intake that 
leads to fat deposits. 
You can’t "spot reduce" 
the area. The way to get rid 
of it is to reverse the "calo­ 
ries in, calories used" ratio 
by changing your diet and 
increasing your activity. I 
am sending you The Health 
letter number 4-7, Weight 
Ix>sing Diet, which you can 
use as a guide. Others who 
want this diet can send 50 
cents with a long, stamped, 
addressed envelope for it to 
me in care of this newspa­ 
per, P.O. Box 1551, Radio 
City Station, New York, NY 
10019. 
Exercise will help and as I 
mentioned in The Health 
letter I am sending you that 
is a good way to help protect 
your muscles while getting 
rid of fat. I think everyone 
on a reducing diet should 
have some type of exercise 
program as well. 
Exercising your hips and 
buttocks will not cause fat to 
melt away over these areas. 
It will simply be part of your 
total exercise program to 
use calories. 
You can tighten the mus­ 
cles in that area and firm 
them just as you can tighten 
and firm any muscle. That 
means contracting and re­ 
laxing the muscle 
For the seat you tan do 
bumps and grinds. You can 
also get some benefit from 
standing up and voluntarily 
tightening your seat muscles 
and then 
relaxing them. 
Hold the muscles in the 
tensed position for a few 
seconds each time. Repeat 
the exercise about 10 times 
and have at least two ses­ 
sions a day of this. 
By 
working these muscles they 
will become firmer but the 
fat will still be there unless 
you regulate your calorie 
balance.

Is Rich In Heritage 


; BRUSSELS, Belgium (UP1) 
As far as royal houses go, 
«Belgium’s Saxe-Cobourg is just 
4n infant. 
J ,I( was founded as a constitu- 
jfio^tel monarchy only in 1831, 
»thè-year the country won its 
‘independence from the Dutch, 
and there have been only five 
kings of the Belgians since — 


Leopold I and II, Albert, 
Leopold III and Baudouin, the 
current monarch 
Yet in less than 150 years, the 
Belgian dynasty has seen its 
share of pleasure and pain, 
tragedy and triumph, heroes 
and less-than-heroes. 
The royal family, limited to 
mostly ceremonial functions,

has acted as a 
suprem e 
unifying factor in this nation 
divided by language, customs 
and religion, and its history is, 
in effect, the history of in­ 
dependent Belgium. 
Delightful bits and pieces of 
this history are crammed into 
the dynasty museum, a charm­ 
ing cluttered storehouse of 
nostalgia tucked behind a big 
red door on a sidestreet behind 
the royal palace. 
Cozy and quiet, it has been 
described by one writer as a 
perfect museum for a rainy day 
— and, yes, a Brussels drizzle 
does seem to dim the outside 
rumblings of the modern world 
and add poignancy to the faded 
c l i p p i n g s , 
y e l l o w e d 
photographs and paintings and 
cases full of memorabilia. 
The collection ranges from 
lace mittens worn by Belgium’s 
first queen, Louise-Marie, to 
childhood drawings by King 
Albert, to a 
lock of King 
Leopold II’s baby 
hair, to 
portraits, paintings, models 
and knick-knacks detailing the 
lives and times of Belgium’s 
kings. 
Leopold, Prince of Saxe- 
Cobourg in Germany and an

the throne of Greece just three 
years earlier. 
Leopold I was 40 years old 
when he took the throne, 
swearing — as spelled out in an 
official scroll hanging in the 
museum — “to observe the 
constitution and laws of the 
Belgian people and maintain 
the national independence and 
integrity of the territory.” 
A 
darkly 
handsome, 
romantic figure until the day he 
died in 
1865. Leopold 
con­ 
solidated the new nation during 
the 34 years of his reign 
The 
museum 
m eanders 
chronologically from king to 
king. 
From Leopold 1 to his son. 
the spade-bearded Leopold II 
whose 44 years of reign saw 
Belgian industrial and colonial 
expansion at home and in 
Africa. 
From Leopold II, whose only 
son died at the age of 9, to his 
newphew Albert, the hero of 
World War I who became for 
the world a symbol of honor and 
courage by leading Belgian 
resistance against the invading 
Germans. 
From Albert to Leopold III, 
who abdicated in 1951 because 
of politic?.! turmoil surrounding 
his attitude during World War I 
when he remained in Belgium 
following his surrender to the 
Germans. 
From Leopold III to Bau­ 
douin, who took over the 
monarchy as a shy youth in 
difficult times and whose reign 
has seen Belgium become the 
headquarters for the Common 
Market, NATO and internation­ 
al business. 
In the entry hall of the 
museum the marble busts of all 
five kings greet visitors, and in 
the exhibition rooms the rno- 
narchs’ faces are repeated over 
and over on everything from 
postcards to medallions to 
collectors' cards that came in 
packaged soup. 
It all gives not only a sense of 
history, but one of humanity 
and this is emphasized by the 
trail of tragedies that touched 
each royal generation 
1 Leopold I’s first wife died in 
childbirth, and two of his sons 
died as babies. Leopold II’s 
only son died as a child and his 
favorite nephew, who would 
have been his heir, also died 
young. 
Albert died in a rock climbing

accident in 1934 and Leopold 
Ill’s first wife. Queen Astrid, 
whom the nation adored, died in 
a car crash at the age of 29. 
And in the present genera­ 
tion, Baudouin and Queen 
Fabiola are childless. 
These are the days of the “no 
frills” monarchy and the 
Belgians dont really make a 
terrible fuss about their kings 
anymore. The rather homey 
unpretentiousness of the dynas 
tv museum tends to bear this 
out. 
Most 
of the visitors are 
tourists and in the off season 
the museum is open only three 
days a week 
It is, however, a way to step 
back into that past when 
royalty — or at least Belgian 
royalty — did exude charisma 
And in doing so chart the 
changes that made Belgium 
what it is today

Theater Owner, 87, Battles 
Town Over Film Showings 


DEW EY. O kla. (U P I) - This 
small town 19 miles from the 
Kansas border would like to be 
known as the home of one-time 
town marshal and later silent 
movie great Tom M ix. Instead, 
it is known as the home of 
“ Dewey’s Dirtes.’’ 
The issue is X-rated movies. 
Walter 
Bell, 
87, 
a 
small 
wrinkled man with determ ina­ 
tion, refuses to stop showing the 
film s which gave the town its 
deputation. On the other side 
are 
the 
to w n ’s 
religious 
leaders, headed by the Rev. 
Kent Kellogg, pastor of the 
F irst Baptist Church and co- 
chairman of the Clean Dewey 
Committee. 
Bell contends he cannot make 
a living showing any other kind 
of movie because of Dewey’s 
p ro x im ity 
to 
B a rtle s v ille , 
Okla., four miles south on US 
75. He said he is not allowed to 
show first-run productions by 
m ajor movie studios until 30 to 
45 days after the movies close 
at Bartlesville and Dewey resi­ 
dents go to Bartlesville to see 
those movies. 
“ We tied into that (the X- 
rated movie business) because 
it was our only chance of sur­ 
viva l,’’ said Bell, a wisp of a 
man with man with thin gray 
hair, deep set eyes and the 
determination of a man many 
years his junior. 
Bell, who has an apartment in 
the same building as his Capri 
Theater just down the block 


from the Tom M ix Museum, 
said 
he 
wanted 
to 
show 
European a rt film s, but they 
just don’t make too many of 
those anymore. So, he said, he 
started showing the film s he 
calls “ sem i-art." 
‘ ‘They increased the sex 
angle on them,” he said. “ That 
became the pattern and they 
started regulating them .” 
. Kellogg said he does 
not 


consider the film s being shown 
at the town's only theater to be 
a rt at all. He considers them 
obscene 
— especially 
the 
current fare, an X-rated ver­ 
sion of “ Through the Looking 
Glass.” 
“ We had a high- school art 
teacher view the film and she 
found no art in it,” he said. “ I 
consider that movie to be very 
vile, obscene and offensive ” 
Bell was arrested on an ob­ 
scenity charge last A pril for 
showing the film . A tria l earlier 
this m onth at B a rtle s v ille 
ended in acquittal.
